The U nited States Sena te has passed Bill N o. 
2134. 
It sounds g ood on the face of it. 
The pur­ 
pose of the bill is tc prevent employ ers from un­ 
duly influencing employ es in national elections. 
It reads as follow s: “ Be it enacted by the Senate 
and H ouse of Representatives of the U nited 
Sta tes of America in Cong ress assembled. That 
jt is unla w ful for any person or corporation to 
Yn^luence or attempt to influence, throug h fear 
or jjitim ida iion, the vote of any [» erson employ ed 
by them , in connection with any election at which 
Presidentia l and Vice Presidential electors or a 
Sena tor or Representative, or a deleg ate or R esi­ 
dent C om m issioner to, Cong ress are to be voted 
for/' 
'The joker in the proposed act itt the word 
“ fear.” T his bring s us to the dang ers in the 
bill. 
T h is bill would curtail the constitutional 
rig ht of every em ploy er and g ive a g reat impetus 
to d em a g og ues and politica l prevaricators.
